HOW MANY WIVES HAD 
FRANCISCO VILLA? 


How many wives did Francisco 
Villa leave to mourn his loss? Or 
how many did he leave, anyway? So 
far, four have turned up, each of 
whom went through a marriage cere- 
mony with him, three of them having 
had children by him. Besides these 
are probably dozens, scores or even 
hundreds who were forced to become 
his wifely companions at one time or 
another. Since the former bandit 
chief is supposed to have left several 
millions of dallars, the number of his 
wives is no mere academic or moral 
question. It affects the disposition 
of large sums of money. There are 
perhaps a dozen or more children 
who were recognized as his while 
he lived, and all of these will no 
doubt put in a claim for a share of 
his wealth. Mexico, of course, is 
technically monogamous, and being 
a Roman Catholic country divorce 
is not recognized if it is followed 
by a marriage. The problem will 
be to find the first wife of Villa, 
and if she survives, her claim to his 
estate can be contested only by his 
children, and not by the other wom- 
en, though they may have believed 
that they were legally united to the 
outlaw. 

Married Whom He Pleased 

The fact that Villa for years could 
seize any girl who caught his eye 
and force her to go though a cere- 
mony with him, even though she 
knew she was being obliged to com- 
mit a crime, is an indication of the 
sway he exercised over a_ great 
stretch of Mexico. Ever since the 
fall of Diaz there has been no auth- 
ority in Mexico strong enough to 
bring Villa to account. He did 
whatever outrageous thing it pleased 
him at the moment to do in the sure 
knowledge that there was no law 
that could be cited against him. 
Curiously enough Villa almost  in- 
variably insisted upon going through 
a marriage ceremony with the wom- 
en he captured. It is suggested that 
the strong taint of superstition in 
him prompted this action. Prob- 
ably it was because at the time he 
desired to soothe feminine qualms. 
When some new face caught his at- 
tention he would turn the current 
wife out, though almost always he 
provided well for her in a material 
way, and if she happened to have 
borne him a child he would look 
particulaNy after its education. 
Occasionally, when he was on_ the 
run he was unable to lay his hand 
on the money for a remittance, Two

Shooting of Hungarian Partridge 


In the Bulletin of last week re- 
ference was made to dates of the 
various game seasons. In order that

there may be no misunderstanding of | 


the dates for the chiken and partridge 
seasons, it is pointed out t it is 
only the Hungarian Partridge that 
may be shot during the whole month 
of October, and then only in that part 
of the province south of Battle River. 
The open season for Prairie Chicken 
and Ruffled Grouse, (commonly re- 
ferred to as Partridge) is for the 
period between the 15th and 3ist of 
October. The bag limit for Hungar- 
ian Partridge is 10 per day. The bag 
limit for Chicken and Partridge is 
10 per day for both classes of bird, not 
10 of each. 


Confiscation of Land for Taxes 


In connection with the announce- 
ment two weeks ago that the prov- 
incial department of municipal af- 
fairs would defer action in taking 


advising municipal councils to do the 
same, there is apparently a wrong 
impression existing that the govern- 
ment had passed an order extending 
the time for redemption of these 
lands. This is not the case. The

Progress in Alberta Dairy Industry 
Growth of the dairy industry in Al- 
berta is shown by the figures of in- 
creased production covering the four 
months from May to August of this 
year. In practically every phase of 
the industry there has been further 
development this season. 

In the butter marketing service 
conducted by the provincial dairy 
branch there has been an increase of 


in four months, compared with the 


handled this year has been 697,444 Ibs. 
from eleven creameries compared with 
536,195 Ibs from nine creameries in 
the same four month of 1922. 

The butter grading serice has 
handled 33 per cent. more butter than 
in the same period last year, this 


Ibs. from 49 creameries. 

In the cream grading service 

initiated by the government last year 
there are now 56 graders employed 
compared with 41 last year, due to 
the increase in creameries, For the 
four months this season, a total of 
23,258,495 lbs. of cream has_ been 
graded, compared with 19,896,360 
Ibs. last year in the same period. The 
percentage of special grade cream 
was 33.7 compared with 28.8 last year, 
and the percentage of seconds has 
and the percentage of firsts was 43.1 
compared with 30.9 last year. The 
percentage of seconds has been re- 
duced from 30.7 last year to 19.5 this 
year. There has been a slight reduc- 
tion in the standard of firsts this year 
to make the grades of the three 
western provinces uniform, but this 
has not materially affected the fact 
that there has been a steady increase 
in the percentage of high quality 
cream, 
Since assuming for the _ federal 
government the duty of grading but- 
ter for export from Alberta under the 
new federal regulations, the prov- 
incial grading system has graded a 
total of 856,598 lbs. for export during 
the four months mentioned. Special 
shipments of creamery butter to the 
British market are now being made 
weekly, in an effort to establish a 
footing in that market ‘prior to the 
opening of the New Zealand shipping 
season.

The Counterfeiters 

In the Fall of 1909, the Washing- 
ton Secret Service made one of the 
most sensational and important ar- 
rests of counterfeiters in modern 
times. The criminals were all 
Sicilians, and the leader of them 
was Lupo, while in the gang was 
his brother-in-law, Guiseppe Mor- 
ello, For years they had been flood- | 
ing the country with bogus $2 and 
$5 bills and through cunning and 
terrorism, the latter not stopping at 
murder, had eluded the police. Lupo 
got thirty years, and Morello twenty- 
five, the severest sentences ever 
handed out for counterfiting in the 
United States. At the trial was a 
relative of the Morello who had 
been killed in Palermo and he an- 
nounced his intention of following 
Lupo till he shot him. But after 
serving ten years Lupo was released 
and went to Italy. He left his wife 
and children in New York, and when

The Ital- 
ians established themselves in 107th 
and 108th streets and the adjoin- 
ing avenues. On First avenue, ped- 
diers, junkmen and similar wagon 
dealers had their various lairs and 
stables. One of the latter became 
notorious as the “murder stable” in 
1915 when three proprietors in suc- 
cession were murdered, all of them 
supposedly connected in some more 
or less obscure way with the crime 
that Lupo had committed in Sicily. 
The murderers were never caught, 
and the police theory was that the 

lace was a “fence” for stolen 

In those days the theft of 
peddlers’ horses was an everyday 
occurrence.

EVACUATE CORFU ON 
SEPTEMBER 27 


End of Italo-Greek Crisis Now in 
Sight—Janina Murder 
Probe Starts 


Paris, Sept. 14—A_ statement __ is- 
sued by the inter-allied council of 
ambassadors today say ‘that the 
Italian government has decided to 
evacuate Corfu on September 27, the 
date fixed by the council for the 
conclusion of the Greek inquiry in- 
to the massacre of the Italian mem- 
bers of the Greco-Albanian boundary 
delimitation mission. 

The international 
which will investigate the Janina 
murders leaves for Albania today 
under orders to conduct as vigorous 
an inquiry as possible. 

The council of ambassadors is un- 
derstood to have decided that if on 
September 27, the day set for the 
evacuation of Corfu, the commission 
of inquiry thinks Greece has not done 
everything in its power to bring the 
assassins to justice. Italy shall re- 
ceive the deposit of fifty million lire 
made by Greece under the terms of 
settlement decided upon by the coun- 
cil.

Text of Note 


The text of the note addressed by 
the council of ambassadors to Greece 
has been officially communicated to 
the League of Nations with a cover- 
ing note expressing the opinion that 
the situation created by the assassin- 
ation in Greece of General Telleni 
and the other members of the Italian 
commission may be considered to 
have been regulated in a satisfactory 
manner, 

The text as now made public gives 
five conditions which Greece must 
fulfil. The fifth condition says the 
inter-allied commission of investiga- 
tion into the assassinations will com- 
mence its work on September 17 at 
Janina and that five days later it will 
telegraph its first observations.
